This plunge into politics was joined 
two Boston sophists Noam Chomsky, 
linguistics department, and 
John Harvard University’s 
philosophy department.

While maintenance any weight loss 
undertaking, disturbing trend emerg- 
ing. seems fall under the heading, 
you beat them, join them.” other 
words, one has trouble losing weight, 
then maybe one simply meant fat 
and thus may well learn love it. 

There are several groups now that es- 
pouse this philosophy and that urge their 
members accept the 
staying obese once become obese. 
However, must emphasized that 
obesity not natural healthy state 
affairs. correlated with hyperten- 
sion, high blood lipid and triglyceride lev- 
els, increased susceptibility accidents 
and injury, increased abnormalities 
blood-sugar regulation (diabetes and 
hypoglycemia), increased risks preg- 
nancy and increased risks surgery. 
Motivated people can lose weight and, 
spite the stress involved doing so, 
usually lower their blood pressure the 
While are favor treating people, 
including overweight people, with 
sensitivity and caring, this should not 
interpreted support for their remain- 
ing overweight. 

There are, effect, only two ways 
lose weight: consume fewer calories 
burn more off.

addition, good nutritional habits and 


stress management essential for the 
long-term health everyone. These good 
health habits also lead normal weight. 

Yes, weight loss difficult achieve, 
and yes, the maintenance weight loss 
even more difficult. Followup statistics 
(the article does not quote any) are hard 
find, but what published scien- 
tific literature suggests five- 10-per- 
cent maintenance rate. Put another way, 
more than percent people who start 
program for weight loss will back 
their initial weight within one two 
years. This does not mean that one 
should accept the condition and deal only 
with the associated self-image problems. 
Most the people reading this letter will 
die heart disease, but that does not 
mean that accept the problem order 
deal only with issues self-worth 
those’ people. Something can done 
help. 

one looking for weight-loss pro- 
gram, one should realize that some pro- 
grams are better than others. Always ask 
for followup data, writing. Does the 
program use behavior modification, spe- 
cial diet, medical psychological super- 
vision, exercise protocols, etc.? One 
should shop around! Even 10-percent 
chance success worth try, given the 
dismal alternatives. 

All us, then, need support and car- 
ing, and obese people are different 
this regard. But this should not taken 
support for their obesity, light the 
serious medical problems which being 
severely overweight can precipitate.

tion began seven years ago, January 
1974. was declared at- 
torney James Angel’’ Gabriel, 
two-time loser elective politics who 
owed his position his enduring loyalty 
Senator Edward Brooke and 
appointment President Richard 
Nixon.

struction the Dorchester campus the 
University Massachusetts. Gabriel had 
probably heard even met state 
Senators Joseph J.C. DiCarlo, Ronald 
MacKenzie, and James Kelly Jr. 
Because his long involvement GOP 
politics, might well have known Albert 
Manzi, chief fund-raiser for 
Republican Governors John Volpe and 
Francis Sargent. And never 
heard William Masiello, the ubiquitous 
Worcester businessman political 
groupie, the same could not said for 
his immediate superior the Brooke 
organization and the regional director 
the General Services Administration, 
Albert Gammal, grown with 
Masiello and Kelly Worcester. 

Soon, however, Gabriel would learn 
great deal about all these men; soon 
would receive evidence the kind 
bombastically sought their involve- 
pernicious make prosecutor sali- 
vate.

What had been going 
Massachusetts from 1970 through 1972? 
Had MBM bought the UMass contract 
from Manzi the installment plan, and 
then found itself shaken down inter- 
lopers DiCarlo and MacKenzie? Had 
Manzi and Masiello sold the contract out- 
right? And what was made the 
other payments? The line between 
bribery and extortion becomes thin 
indeed when crooked pols meet crooked 
pros. 

Reading the FBI interviews one after 
another, even Sheriff Lobo would know 


where for answers: Bill Masiello. 


surely was the middleman, the con- 
nector the chain corruption. Not 
only was Masiello initial guide 
the jungle Massachusetts politics, but 
also divided much his time among 
Manzi, Kelly, DiCarlo, the Bureau 
Building Construction (the agency that 


let the UMass contract), and countless 
other pols city, county, and state 
government. This the press determined 
without effort. Gabriel had 
wanted primer himself, need only 
have asked good buddy and mentor 
Albert Gammal. 

Masiello was hardly nefarious figure. 
was street kid who worked for his 
older brother, Frank, owner 
Worcester architectural firm, and grew 
infatuated with politics. Early on, 
learned that the pols appreciated receiv- 
ing money, and often returned the favor 
with the distribution contracts. Since 
Masiello had little money shis own 
pass out, made his mark bringing 
the pols and other better-heeled business- 
men together. Often got what effect 
were finders’ fees, the form govern- 
ment contracts; the Masiellos specialized 
designing courthouses and jails. The 
role gave Billy Masiello great insight into 
the workings corruption Massa- 
chusetts: he, perhaps more than anyone 
else, had the see things more 
less objectively. 

Testifying before the Ward Com- 
mission under grant immunity, 
Masiello provided mother lode infor- 
mation about corruption that extended 
every corner the state. also pro- 
vided evidence that the granting the 
UMass contract MBM 1969 was di- 
rectly tied kickback scheme. 

December 19, 1969, Doriald 
Dwight, then commissioner adminis- 
tration and finance for Governor Francis 
Sargent and later his lieutenant 
governor, awarded MBM the UMass con- 
tract deemed the time worth 
more than $2.5 million the firm. 
Masiello told Ward Commission investi- 
gators that the deal had been struck 
late either before the contract was 
awarded within days afterward. 
Masiello recounted meeting 
Mansueto had with Frank Masiello and 
himself Boston restaurant that 
time. basic conversation was that 
Mr. Mansueto well, MBM was pay 
Toots Manzi five percent their fee 
(an amount equal approximately 
$125,000) for the contract,” the Ward 


report quotes Masiello having testi- 
fied last year. 

But Masiello was witness and 
participant such big-money 
truth, more the naif. 

The Ward report continued: 
the conversation, was mentioned that 
MBM would paying Manzi cash, 
according testimony.

Clearly, Gabriel 1975 had the where- 
withal break the state wide open. Billy 
Masiello was the wherewithal. But 
incredibly, Gabriel turned away. what 
may stand the single worst decision 
story rife with inexplicably wrong- 
headed decisions, office never 
interviewed William Masiello. Nor did 
ever question Toots Manzi. The evi- 
dence that MBM had obtained the UMass 
contract either with bribes paying 
money was utterly ignored. 
With this single, momentous decision, the 
war against corruption began fail. 

Gabriel chose pursue only DiCarlo 
and MacKenzie. Instead attacking 
along broad front, chose two limited 
targets. doing so, not only 
squandered golden opportunity, but 
also distorted for the public the nature 
and extent corruption Massa- 
chusetts. For the months and years 
follow, the full focus attention fell 
and only the state senators 
singled out for the wrath. 

But the distortion went further than 
that. order build convincing case 
that DiCarlo and MacKenzie had ex- 
torted money from MBM the 
UMass contract from damaging legis- 
lative report, office despite 
what knew MBM’s activities 
Philadelphia well Massachusetts 
presented the firm the jury and the 
public innocents. 

Gabriel and his subordinates per- 
petuated what they knew myth. 
Because the furor raised Massa- 


chusetts, municipal officials San 


Francisco inquired into repu- 
tation before deciding whether hire the 
firm for extensive sewer-construction 
job late 1976. 

Gabriel’s chief prosecutor, Edward 
Lee, wrote back December 10, 1976, 
that his not aware any reason 
why MBM should disqualified from 
public work.”

Massachusetts are two 
minds about corruption. 
rail against it, yet accept 


human nature, natural relieving 
oneself and possibly the same genre. 
pass draconian tax-cutting measure 
because are convinced the politicians 
are wasting our money, but rather 
not spend tax money pay the salaries 
inspectors seek out the missing pipes 
and the exposed electric wires, and 
embrace the same pols with whom 
presumably don’t trust our dough 
local heroes, symbols success our 
neighborhoods. 

One minute, say the pols and con- 
tractors are doing small scale what 
the big corporations large scale 
and conclude, hey, everyone’s got 
make living. The next minute, say 
no, it’s all right for corporation play 
games, but not for public official. 

Even our own minds are not 
one mind, and the dichotomy extends 
how view the reformers also. They are 
oncé our salvation and our abomin- 
ation. They are seemingly honest and 
often young men who dress well, speak 
with inflections accents, and get 
along nicely with the Boston Globe. And 
yet they are outsiders often, people who 
may mean well who maybe have their 
own little projects the side hous- 
ing high rise, book, job pres- 
tigious law firm, promotion law 
enforcement, political office run for. 
applaud their goals, suspect their 
motives, and condemn their zeal. 

But what, Ralph Waldo Emerson 
asked 1841, and other reformers 
seemed extreme and idealistic? 
only shows the extravagance the 
abuses which have driven the mind into 
the opposite The Bay State 
establishment rejected Emerson 
crank. For his part, rejected them 
spoilers what should have been 
Yankee ideals and worried, young 
man, entering life, finds the ways 
lucrative employments blocked with 
abuses. The ways trade are grown 
selfish the borders theft and supple 

But the mill owners and other men 
means were more pragmatic than the 
reformers. was but short step from 
debatable business practices question- 
able dealings with government. These 
men understood the ways the world, 
and certainly they understood the by- 
ways state They cultivated 
the legislature and the 
congressional delegation Daniel 
Webster, among others and they 


supposed that what was good for their

wealth. 

Later, Lincoln Steffens, the muckraker 
brought Boston hunt down the un- 
holy Irish pols and expose their dastardly 
deeds, echoed tirades. Steffens 
rejected the reformers found here 
hypocrites and embraced, instead, the 
ward boss the West End. good 
businessmen who corrupt 
Steffens had preached elsewhere, 
and his experience Massachusetts only 
confirmed his theories. paved 
Hell .... common city 
superior people. has all the good things 
that other cities think, they had them, 
would make impossible political cor- 
ruption. Yet Boston always had the good 
things and hag always had political cor- 

Last year, the city dedicated two 
James Michael Curley, the late alder- 
man, mayor, governor, congressman, and 
rogue, small park behind City 
Curley, bronze, now holds court only 
few yards from the statue that great 
patriot, Sam Adams, earlier rogue who 
gained some popularity and political 
base doling out tax abatements. Each 
man, his own time and his own 
style, helped create the Commonwealth,

Or, least, that 
the old-line crowd grows more subtle, for 
supposed have carried its tech- 
niques out public life and into the con- 
fines the trust and board room. The 
immigrants, especially the Irish, had 
sense this, and flair for pointing 
out their critics. Curley called bankers 
“insolent, arrogant sharpies, swindling 
the city all they could get away with, 
while the same time prating about the 
high cost 

the early and middle 1960s, Gov. 
Endicott Peabody watched with 
great satisfaction voters approved 
some structural reforms state govern- 
ment and said, think that the outlook 
for the long run giving Massachu- 
setts effective government, restoring 
the confidence the alienated voter, 
eliminating corruption tremendous. 
Ten years from now, constitutional 
reforms will looked upon doing 
more clean corruption the state 
crime commissions put end 
end. 


And now, the Ward Commission tells 


that the Peabody administration was 
the pits, that much the state’s 
shoddiest public construction can 


traced stewardship. Ward 


and his fellow commissioners wonder 
aloud why we, the public, care little 
about corruption. It’s not that don’t 
care; it’s that never sure how clean 
the reformers are. have come mis- 
trust the preacher. Sometimes, the line 
between the preacher and the damned 
blurred. 

1921, Arthur Warner wrote the 
Nation about the rascality Daniel 
Coakley, later disbarred lawyer 
charges perjury and conspiracy. 
Coakley was the man see you wanted 
indictments disappear, suddenly and 
without leaving trail, either Suffolk 
Middlesex County. Warner said 
Coakley was not Bostonian, though 
was born and lived there. Bostonian, 
wrote, was person whose forebears 
were either privateersmen Newbury- 

Instead, Coakley was remarkable 
case biological adaptation environ- 
Bostonian was someone 
like the famous goo-goo Godfrey Lowell 
Cabot, the seed today’s Cabot Corp- 
oration. was bit eccentric, his- 
torians say, and when wasn’t invent- 
ing carbon black otherwise making 
money, was poking his nose into 
morals. Puritan 
Warner wrote, him secretly 
install dictaphone (Suffolk County 
Joseph) office and 
employ man who hired himself 
Coakley and then stole some his papers 
for the use Cabot. Even the blue- 
bloods had chuckle sub- 
sequent indictment, while non-Boston- 
ians emitted peals laughter. The joke 
got even better when was noised about 
that Coakley had begun all hiring 
the man hire himself Cabot 

Was Coakley, then, worse than Cabot? 
Was Cabot Nixonian sort excuse 
encourage subterfuge the service 
some greater morality? It’s too confusing 
for Massachusetts citizens pick 
right from wrong such cases. are 
reduced siding with our own kind. 

The immigrants and their grown off- 
spring were more forgiving 
peccadilloes than were their Yankee 
teachers. Two years after was dis- 
barred, Coakley still managed become 
delegate the Democratic national con- 
vention 1924. that same era, 
Curley was running for mayor, the local 
newspapers went out their way not 
remind anyone Curley’s earlier jail sen- 
tence, imposed for having taken civil- 
service exam for friend. They 
protecting Curley, they said; they just 
feared that rekindling the story would 
bring him sympathy vote. 

Curley would forgiven again. 
1945, was elected mayor while under 
federal indictment for mail fraud. 
1956, Congressman Thomas Lane, 
Lawrence, served four months the 
slammer for tax evasion and got out 
time re-elected. 1960, Charlie 
was re-elected state repre- 


sentative from the South End after being 


sentenced one year for larceny. 

More recent examples those who get 
caught straying are less encouraging 
politicians. Convictions one sort 
another have helped end the careers 
some legislators, and some cases, 
neither indictment nor conviction was 
necessary, just rumor. may be, then, 
that the Massachusetts voter growing 
more sophisticated. may also that 
this disgust with corruption tempor- 
ary. This has been the case historically, 
watch reform turn sour or, best, 
bring little perceived relief. 

The stories those who fight graft 
Massachusetts are, some cases, sad 
those the pols who are convicted. 
Sometimes it’s because the reformers are 
rejected the very citizens they try 
help. Sometimes it’s because the 
participants the system they had con-

keys, composing blast the well-mean- 
ing, hard-working, but nonetheless ob- 
noxiously holier-than-thou Special Com- 
mission Concerning State and County 
Buildings for shamelessly induiging 
blatant favoritism. allegedly blatant 
favoritism. Such blast may not, 
course, entirely fair. Still, remains 
entirely irresistible. 

The commission has, after all, just 
completed its two-and-a-half-year inves- 
tigation into wholesale political 
favoritism the awarding shabby- 
construction contracts, but the release 
its revelations has been accompanied 
Greek chorus complaints that its re- 
form-minded and academic chairman, 
former college president 
professor John William Ward man 
who has been oh-so-close for oh-so-long 
Boston Globe editor Tom Winship 
(both are long-time members the oh- 
so-posh, elitist, and private Tavern Club) 
has been playing favorites with 
most prestigious daily his dis- 
semination the commission’s epic, 12- 
volume, final report. 

the other way around? Suffice 
say that Ward managed convince his 
crony Winship that should put his 
reporters work churning out last 
uncritical, though doubtless 
little-read, 24-page corruption supple- 
ment corruption supplement? Only 
Massachusetts!) summarizing the Ward 
findings. 
ment, reportedly costing the Globe 
$45,000 merely for the paper upon which 
the thing was printed, followed the 
ponderous January package 
reportage the commission’s report, 
much which also looked and read more 
like the official report itself than news- 
coverage thereof. The com- 
plaint: that the Globe has jumped al- 
together too quickly into bed with the 
Ward Commission. 

And make this arrangement all the 
more the 30-odd State House 
reporters who happen not pick their 
paychecks Morrissey Boulevard, the 
report actually contained 
section amazingly vapid and sopho- 
moric commentary the news media 
everything from some excessively 
elementary Journalism 101-style stuff 
how and why write news release and 


handful cheap shots State House 


reporters for harboring cynicism to- 
ward reform that tends move quickly 
and for alleged persistent failure “to pick 
balls thrown the commission and 


run with them their own.” 

Aside from bemusement over silly 
sports metaphors and puzzlement over 
what such inanities were even 
the report, however, Beacon Hill scribes 
were genuinely miffed over the fact that

The trial itself was anti-climax.

Central Square has been the catchall: the 
six-lane width Massachusetts Avenue 
the fast-food restaurants 
come and without much 
citizens’ protest; turn-of-the-century 
storefronts are buried under plastic and 
neon; glass windows are bricked in; 
Mediterranean roof calls attention 
defunct taco joint; the MBTA station 
beneath the square remains dirty, dank 
with the smell urine, and generally 
God-forsaken. 

Beauty may the eyes the 
beholder, but one has look pretty far 
find Central Square. Yet the place 
has something diamond-in-the- 
rough quality, and the hundreds 
people who move through each day are 
testament the fact that even isn’t 
beautiful, does work. Some businesses 
flourish, and the people both those 
who live close and those who travel 
Central Square expressly work shop 
varied the shops and businesses along 
the strip. 

The mid-Cambridge neighborhood 
which Central Square lies has never had 
the affluent, intellectual mien Harvard 
Square. While Central Square lies almost 
exactly midway between Harvard and 
MIT, the triple-deckers 
housing were until recently 
occupied Cambridge’s working class. 
With the increasing shortage rental 
housing adjacent the universities, Cen- 
tral Square has become much area 
for the student population the neigh- 


borhoods farther north 


setts Avenue. either side the 
avenue, public-housing 
round the square, and while housing 
less scarce the area, tends less 
expensive than similar spaces the 
neighborhoods adjacent Harvard. 
What all this méans Central Square 
retail district that the rents are 
cheaper, the zoning restrictions and 
community concern historically less 
dictatorial. real terms, what you end 
with mixture mom-and-pop stores, 
surviving clothing establishments 
(Corcoran’s, Emily Rose, Surman’s, and

and restaurants (the Brookline Lunch and 
the Bradford Cafe), plethora ethnic 
places (Chinese, Indian, Greek), and 
franchise joints (McDonald’s and 
Fried Chicken). Central Square 
too large area describe all its 
detail, but walk along the street and into 
some its establishments brings few 


surprises, and bargains you are in- 
clined. 
Directly across the street from the sub- 
way exit serving outbound Red 
riders the Phone Center (45 Prospect 
Street), which one New England 
Telephone’s retail outlets: you can walk 
in, pick phone any color con- 
figuration (from Mickey Mouse phone 
rococo number that looks though 
should beautifully with Mae 
boudoir), and then walk out with 
shopping bag.

the corner Mass. Ave. and 
Western Avenue Avon’s Men’s Cloth- 
ing, one the aforementioned surviving 
specialty clothing shops. The windows 
display such staples cotton chino work 
pants and shirts, cotton turtlenecks, rag- 
wool socks, and hats merchandise for 
both working men (and women) and 
students. Take the sharp right the 
corner and front the Last 
Chance Cafe (25 Western Avenue) 
macrobiotic lunch place housed old 
White Tower Krystal hamburger 
building. tiny place, but good one 
for quick bowl soup. The block holds 
combination Greek gift shop and travel 
agency, the office Theodore Goolst, 
Optometrist sign the window 
announces Buy and India 
Pavilion, very popular Indian restau- 
rant (17 Central Square); also leads 
the headquarters station the Cam- 
bridge Police. 

you cross Western Avenue River 
Street and continue another block toward 
the Charles, find the Great Eastern 
Trading Company River Street. 
Great Eastern one the original Cam- 
bridge antique-clothing stores from the 
early ‘70s, and still one the best. The 
merchandise changes often, but 
includes the old standbys: Navy pants, 
jeans, khakis, overcoats, dresses and 
jackets, flannel shirts, and assorted 
accessories. Just past Great Eastern, 
River, the Women’s Emporium, which 
shop set benefit various women’s 
activist organizations.

Fiber, fish, and food fads 


Sheryl Julian 


here entirely too much dis- 
cussion about fiber, says gastro- 
enterologist friend mine. Most 
people, says, get all the fiber they need 
from normal diet. Still, during the 
winter, when fresh fruits and vegetables 
are not abundant, some people add bran 
homemade breads and eat whole-grain 
rather than white bread. 

good way get more fiber your 
food, says Renee McHardy, nutrition- 
ist Beth Israel Hospital, not peel 
vegetables and fruits. Although the root 
vegetables turnips, parsnips, ruta- 
bagas, white and all 


have good fiber, they have even more 


with their skins on. The same goes for 
broccoli and cauliflower, neither which 
should peeled pureed. Also, raw 
vegetables have more fiber than cooked 
ones, adds McHardy. And just because 
vegetable might pulpy stringy, she 


says, that mean particularly 


high fiber. Celery, for example, doesn’t 
contain much fiber green beans 
peppers. 

Although citrus fruits are pulpy, 
McHardy says, their fiber contents are 
not high those unpeeled pears 
apples. And for adding more fiber 
baked goods, you can use some whole- 
wheat flour, simply add nuts, coco- 
nut, caraway seeds, poppy seeds 
recipe. All berries are high fiber, but 
during the winter only cranberries are 
available. And then there are always dried 
fruits. Raisins have fiber, and you can 
add them breads but you ¢an 
also use dates cut-up prunes, which are 
not only but also have 
even more fiber. you can make com- 
pote dried apples and pears along with 
the other dried fruits (steep them for 
several hours freshly brewed, boiling- 
tea), which you can keep 
refrigerator for several weeks.

torium silent sufferers has ever in- 
dulged. According Sokolov, while 
everyone else was contemplating effec- 
tive methods suicide, Liebling could 
heard humming with glee the type- 
writer, chuckling lines that particu- 
larly pleased him. 

Jason Epstein once wrote that Liebling 
was the literary equivalent brilliant 
pool player that knew how put 
spin word and when not to, that 
knew how sentence off para- 
graph into the corner pocket. It’s won- 
derful description, and memory serves, 
Epstein ran his pool metaphor for the ex- 
tent paragraph without faltering. 
Liebling would have admired such dis- 
play, because was showoff, too. 
liked doff his bowler toward the crowd 
before dazzled them with another ex- 
travagant, precise image. 

Long before first-person journalism 
was celebrated and capitalized 
Liebling was installing himself or, 
least, his persona most his pieces. 
was the boulevardier, the gadfly, the 
wit. Yet for all his references himself, 
was surprisingly self-deprecating form 
egotism: way telling the reader the 
point view and his part the 
action, and, at.the same time, Liebling’s 
way telling the reader that the re- 
porter not nearly important what 
he’s reporting. Heading off cover 
WWII, example, Liebling painted 
himself disgruntled summer camper: 

Passengers were supposed

which was all right, and then around

The basic 
themes are always the same.

ing gotten early the morning 
take the plane, and the ex- 
perience has broken him volun- 
teering favors for people, 
would have been worthwhile. 


Along with Liebling’s charm and con- 
viviality was grasp minutiae and 


impeturbable memory. Even when he. 


convinces you that he’s got eyes only for 
his own prose, he’s inserting details that 
only someone originally trained po- 
lice reporter would see. For all his hoop 
tricks Liebling cared about how things 
worked, the process, breaking things 
down until every part was clearly under- 
stood, whether was Archie left 
speech. This, course, the New 
Yorker tradition Liebling one reason 
why there New Yorker tradition 
journalism’s artistic ideal. And A.J. Lieb- 
nalist ever gets. 

How close the central question 
Wayward Reporter, which tries my, 
how tries establish Liebling’s 
immortality. Sokolov openly states his 
purpose: wants this the defin- 
itive biography and the first step toward 
wide recognition journalist whose 
work remembered only his once and 
future colleagues (all Liebling’s books are 
out print). The problem that 
life, Sokolov tells it, worth 
New Yorker profile, but not 350-page 


biography. There’s simply not enough 
there Sokolov found enough. 
The son upwardly-mobile Jewish 
parents, Liebling led uneventful New 
York childhood. was expelled from 
Dartmouth for cutting chapel too many 
times, but was graduated from 
Columbia School Journalism.

Bulletin and the New York World before 
landed the New Yorker, where 
remained (except for 
ruption) until died 1963. 

There was poignancy, 
dreadful melodrama Liebling’s life, 
but, again, this seems oddly discon- 
nected from his work. Here was man- 
about-town, who gave the air not 
having care the world except good 
conversation and stunning meal, but 
who was hopelessly devoted two 
women who were unable unwilling 
reciprocate. first wife, Anne, 
whom watched over long after their 
divorce, was diagnosed 
phrenic and institutionalized 
numerous occasions. 
account, Liebling’s second wife, Lucille, 
tired and then manipulated his bon 
vivant style long before Liebling realized 
there was trouble. His third marriage, 
which came late his life, novelist 
Jean Stafford, was clearly the most sus- 
taining relationship the three; for the 
first time, Liebling was 
intellectual equal (if not superior), who 
did not bow his world and tastes. 
Sokolov, though, that 
impossible imagine how the two 
talked each other, not mention how 
they reconciled defiantly strong opinions.

And any parent will tell you, pop 
artist not the same artist.

How you make claims for 
Raymond Chandler without suggesting 
that he’s William Faulkner? Or, how 
you suggest Chuck greatness 
without saying he’s Beethoven? Mostly, 
has with tone, because that’s what 
remember about Chandler, Berry, and 
Liebling.

But this past election season brought 
two new works into this field, both 
which might included the 
Eye philosophy: Jeremy 
Entropy: New World View 
(Viking, 305 pp.), and Tom The 
American Future: New Visions Beyond 
Old Frontiers (South End, 325 pp.). Both 
political viewpoints share many common 
assumptions about the state the 
nation; both authors are long-time leftist 
activists; and while the arguments 
strike plaintive note, they 
share the urgent certainty tone the 
self-proclaimed visionary. But there the 
likeness ends. 

One major difference scale. 
Although subject range 
broad, Rifkin’s positively universal. 
The title says all: the 
second part the law thermodynam- 
ics, which says that the total quantity 
matter and energy the universe 
never changes, but that the useful 
energy always dissipating. Entropy 
describes the universal process dissolu- 
tion: the the world, gal- 
axies, history, Creation, everything. 
the Big Picture. And Rifkin applies this 
interesting, though vague, notion 
economics and politics. the whole 
world begins break down and fall 
apart,” writes, must look 
the way the whole world has been organ- 
ized, because that where the problem 
Where the problem resides 
and world view, what 
calls the “mechanical world para- 
that was built Bacon, 
Descartes, Newton, Locke, and Smith. 
This view, claims, finds disorder 
Nature and order man’s effort build 
civilization, rearrange the stuff 
nature way that best advanced the 
material self-interests human beings.” 
that meant science, 
technology, industrialism and all its 
horrible abuses Love Canal, Three Mile 
Island, acid rain, Ford Pintos, and The 
Dukes Hazzard. grim tribute, 
indeed. 

enraged indictment industrialism, and 
Rifkin deft his exposition these 
travesties and the “world that 
facilitates them. simplistic apply 
passing explanation for the ways the 


world. But the effort admirable, and 
doing Rifkin makes some well-drawn 
connections. For instance: Entropy 
Law tells that every time available 
energy used up, creates greater 
disorder somewhere the surrounding 
Hence, pollution. 
Technology becomes ever more arcane, 
expensive, and dangerous, while its 
rewards seem less appealing. The pro- 
cess whether aimed 
the Third World suburban mall, 
continually depletes land and other 
resources, hastening the natural progress 
entropy and making everything more 
unmanageable. can see this disorder, 
this feckless waste, all around us: 
education, energy, the military machine, 
our health system, agriculture every- 
thing. must stop, and can stopped, 
our world view. only become, 
were, entropic. 

Rifkin crystal clear about this. 
cannot but reap Armageddon itself unless 
radically alter our lives conform 


the awesome Entropy Law. Our dissipat- 


ing world can improved become 
new men and women, using. resources 
wisely, gently, and concert. The 
specific prescriptions entropy world 
view? Solar energy instead nukes and 
synfuels, disarmament our doomsday 
arsenal, holistic medicine instead the 
education that teaches important 
things (like the Entropy Law) instead 
esoterica for its own sake, and, impor- 

Ay, there’s the rub. one reads 
Entropy, Rifkin’s language grates 
slightly; the tone strives for sweeping 
authority, he’d really discovered 


new and startling that now 


must preach fervently. When finally 
gets around his Christian evangeli- 
calism, the unusual thrust and texture 
the book become understandable, assum- 
ing wholly different character. The 
Entropy Law deus machina,

the deepest mysteries I’ve 
recent times was why many 
people were sitting patiently through 
Kagemusha. denying the

Moreover, while Kurosawa was the film- 
maker who introduced Japanese cinema 
the West the 1950s, his artistic 
character now seems far less profound 
than that Kenji Mizoguchi and 
Yasujiro Ozu. Career tributes need not 
reserved for the greatest directors, but 
will interested see how well 
Kurosawa stands sustained 
scrutiny.

Cult ecstasy 


Reggae goes heaven

xcept for Bob Marley, all reggae 

acts are, definition, cult per- 

formers this country. What 
makes Culture’s cult striking that 
includes lot rockers and folkies who 
otherwise have little affinity for reggae. 
looked forward Culture’s Boston 
debut last week, see both the 
dimensions the following 
power its source. But even 
anticipation, would never have guessed 
how ecstatic the band would be. Even 
too-short 45-minute first show 
Culture proved more than the tune- 
ful and seductive group its records; the 
word from the second show that was 
even hotter. 

Like many reggae groups, Culture 
actually comprised vocalists leader 
Joseph Hill and back-ups Albert Walker 
and Kenneth Paley who work with 
available bands, this case, earnest 
locals Zion Initation. While Walker and 
Paley would never make past prelim- 
inary screening for Soul Train, Hill 
moves. More precisely, hops, jumps, 
bounces, spins, thrusts his hips, livelies 


Zion Initation, takes charge. kept 
hearing Burning show the 
Bradford several months ago; like Hill, 
Winston Rodney mesmerist 
who delivers Rastafarian Sermon the 
Mount.

America, Culture best known for 
its magnificent 1977 album, Two Sevens 
Clash. Though wouldn’t quite rank 
with Astral Weeks (it doesn’t have the 
same emotional reach), the comparison 
isn’t loony sounds. Produced 
early dubmeister Joe Gibbs, Two Sevens 
Clash canny the way that only music 
working within formally restrictive 
idiom can be. manages simul- 
taneously old-fashioned (the Stax-Volt 
horns, the street-corner harmonies), for- 
ward-looking (the dub touches reverb 
and fuzz), and right-on-the-dime 
(drummer Sly Dunbar and bassist Robbie 
Shakespeare have been the reggae 
rhythm section for years). Each track has 
hook lyrical, melodic, percussive 


fragment that repeats not only the song 
but your head. Still, what you remem- 
ber the extended work, well-paced and 
full distinctive changes. also, like 
Astral Weeks, deceptive album; you 
can listen for weeks and enjoy 
peaceful, reassuring sounds, yet buried 
within profoundly religious 
strength. Not religious the vengeful 
Bob Dylan way (though Jah makes his 
presence felt), but mystical, medita- 
tive fashion. nothing else, you come 
away believing Culture’s belief. 


The band opened with Sevens 
and half the songs came from the

knew Culture’s other recordings). What- 
ever, Culture’s appearance galvanized 
what had been dreary evening. (Why 
many reggae shows have delays that 
are longer than the performance itself?) 
Zion dispirited set consisted 
songs that were largely two-chord vamps 
with abrupt endings. But once Hill, 
Walker, and Paley bounded stage, 
spirits lifted perceptibly, and Zion Inita- 
tion was different, more buoyant, band.

Taylor had the best chops, and Peter 
Green was the most lyrical. Though all 
have had periods fame and obscurity, 
and bouts depression that can come 
only from whatever that makes 
Englishmen play the blues, career 
has been the strangest. With 
Mick Fleetwood, bassist John MeVie and 
two other guitarists, Green founded the 
original Fleetwood Mac. 1970, after 
the band had achieved some success with 
English Rose and with its masterpiece, 
Then Play On, quit the band make 
loose, half-realized solo that 
strikingly resembles the recently released 
Jimi Hendrix record Nine the Uni- 
verse. Appropriately entitled The End 
the Game, signaled retirement 
and concluded with the sound needle 
being dragged off the record. was six 
years later that Los Angeles-based Fleet- 
wood Mac, with only the original rhythm 
section intact, would become one the 


most successful groups pop history. 
And Green would start receiving 
royalty checks for early records that were 
selling again the strength Rumours. 
the story goes, the band bumped into 
him, fat and drunk, while touring Eng- 
land. was embarrassed. Later 
threatened record-company secretaries 
and returned the unsigned royalty 
checks. Last year, Big Mac released its 
double Tusk, which took its name from 
Peter Beard’s photo exhibit slaughtered

Soon, however, the plays starts 
smack Exit, what with the 
tight quarters, the philosophy, 
and the characters’ seeming in- 
compatibility. its most suc- 
cessful, Emigres borrows from 
Beckett, its Gogo- and Didi-sur- 
rogates huddled together, for bet- 
ter worse, because they remind 
each other home. They are, 
asserts, family two,” with 
the smug, self-aware, disen- 
chanted adult the clan and 
the churlish kid, who sometimes 
says the darnedest, truest things. 

But Emigres lacks the 
originality, and certainly the 
theatricality, Mrozek’s earlier 
work, nonetheless artfully 
forged. Oddly, beneath all the ab- 
comedy-drama complete with 
tea bags, running water, and 
clanging pipes which all that 
really happens that two men, 
who have lived together for 
unspecified length time 
unspecified place, far from un- 
specified home, reveal them- 
selves. Plays like this always 
bother (are you listening, 
Arthur Miller?), that wonder 
why none this highly charged 
conversation has been said be- 
fore. But Mrozek’s gradual 
exposure his characters seems 
less contrived than most: 
disdainful and dense that 
conceivable this their first 
significant conversation; also 
possible that, like maids, 
they have enacted their petty 
rituals over and over, heretofore 
stopping short the money- 
shredding and attempted ax-mur- 
der. 

But Ben taut produc- 
tion, well broadly acted the 
weasely yet lovable John Tormey 
and the chiseled, prissy William 
Brenner, the symbiotic rela- 
tionship and AA, not 
Mrozek’s ideas about freedom, 
that dominates. AA, alluding 
their shared strangerhood 
strange land, describes himself 
and microbes, for- 
eign decaying the 
bowels their apartment build- 
ing. This puts one mind, for 
moment, the plumpish germs

And Mrozek makes painfully 
clear that exile sort disease 
and that it’s incurable. 


After years hard nights honky tonks, 
after string luckless affiliations with 
different record after five critically 
acclaimed but seldom heard albums, Delbert 
McClinton suddenly finds himself the 
commercial music mainstream. 

McClinton’s new single, “Giving For 
Your rapidly becoming nationwide 
radio favorite, and sales his recently 
released Capitol LP, The Jealous Kind, have 
already eclipsed any his previous appear- 
ances vinyl. 

How you explain this surprising 
emergence? People who know music 
surprised For years aficionados have 
recognized Delbert arguably the best white 
southern blues rocker alive. But many would 
also allow that uncompromising 
stylistic commitment his “black-and-blues” 
musical roots has kept him from success the 
mass marketplace. 

not saying that I'm right and the world

Keeping things going been easy. More 
than two decades ago, McClinton started 
singing and playing harmonica the 
rawhide-and-cold brew circuit southern 
Texas.
